For the thoughtful living that fails draw 
sustenance from living thought gravitates inevitably 
the thoughtless.

eternal truth and enduring beauty 
and vivifying goodness every great 
ook the world. His knowledge 
was power and his power was wis- 
dom. His intellect was keen and 
bright, his soul clean and noble reason his un- 
broken contact with living thought. 

Archbishop Spalding was equally the ideal Catholic 
man affairs. His works were never spectacular, his 
words were never sensational. was poor material for 
clerical gossip and for newspaper “copy.” was not 
little tin god the temple the vulgar and the half- 
baked. Yet accomplished much. When only twenty- 
six years old acted the capacity theologian for 
Archbishop Blanchet the second plenary council 
Baltimore and was one the select preachers before 
that august assemblage churchmen. filled the diffi- 
cult office secretary the Bishop Louisville and 
was subsequently chancellor the diocese. His long 
tenure office Bishop Peoria demonstrated 
tact, his sense detail and his administrative ability. 
labored with unbounded enthusiasm and the face 
difficulty and misunderstanding for the foundation the 
Catholic University America, and was the funds 
secured through his personal efforts that made possible 
the permanence that massive educational enterprise. 
left his beloved books and the quiet his Peoria 
study 1902 the solicitation President Roosevelt 
and took major part the investigations and delibera- 
tions the board arbitrators the great anthracite 
coal strike. Many and many time responded in- 
vitations address ecclesiastical and civic gatherings, 
and never failed lend distinction and inspiration 
the force his words and the charm his person- 
ality. 

But the most practical work Archbishop Spalding 
and his most enduring work well was wrought the 
almost incessant labor his pen. Many scholar has 
written more; scholar has written more wisely. Every 
one his numerous essdys thing art and power 
and suggestiveness. stylist the peer Emerson, 
outstripped the sage Concord catholicity( well 
Catholicity) viewpoint. His subject delectation 
was Catholic education, and nowhere the educational 
literature this country any other country his 
found. His utterances are strong with the 
strength holy and scholarly convictions and gentle 
with the gentleness that comes mastery and discern- 
ment and abounding love. have end educa- 
tionists who indulge high sounding generalities and 
dearth theorists who lose themselves the under- 
brush pedagogical trivialities; but the passing 
Archbishop Spalding our one pen supreme power and 
unfailing inspiration forever stilled. 

for who labor day day the classroom 
thank God day day that such man has lived. His 
books remain; his books, and the example his life. 
Well will with and with our work read 
deeply and incessantly both. When the press our 
duties discourages and their difficulties perplex and 
their magnitude dismays, shall secure strength 
spirit and openness mind and skill conduct from 
his living words. And when, must needs be, circum- 
stances tempt desert living thought for thoughtful 
living, thoughtful living for living thought, ignore 
the exacting ideals both, the memory this illustrious 
churchman who was every inch man, this distin- 
gished scholar who was alert and efficient citizen, 


this practical educator who failed hold aloft 
his own soul the torch Christian culture will give 
strength and light and peace. 

The Prescience Poetry. Not long since, one match- 
less, moonlit evening, read again “The Persians” 
The little drama drama war. And 
read, with the confused murmur the present Eu- 
ropean conflict dinning itself recent memory, seemed 
that the great Greek writer had dealt less with 
the past invasion the son Darius than with the 
existing carnage across the sea—to him 
four centuries the future. The blight racial ambi- 
tion, the impudence national aggression, the reversion 
barbarism and ‘the sordidness and sorrow all 
with what seemed miraculous fidelity. 
Such the prescience literature, faint image the 
Prescience God; foresees the future while telling the 
story the past because sees the present surpassing 
well. This which sometimes style the modernity 
Shakespeare, this the secret Virgil’s perennial ap- 
peal and Dante’s perennial power; and this which 
tinges with prophetic splendor Francis Thompson’s “An- 
them Earth”: 

“Tarry awhile, lean Earth, for thou shalt drink, 
Even till thy dull throat sicken, 
The draught thou grow’st most fat on; hear’st thou not 
The world’s knives bickering their sheaths? 
patience! 
Much offal foul world comes thy way, 
And man’s superfluous cloud shall soon laid 
little blood.” 

Composition Work France. have often been 
called upon admire the thoroughness German edu- 
cational methods, and both the appeal and the admira- 
tion have ample justification. Professor Brown 
Wabash College has given reason believe that 
educational thoroughness not, however, confined 
Germany. His informing volume, “How the French Boy 
Learns Write” (Harvard University Press), gives the 
results his year’s investigation methods 
tions the primary and secondary schools France. 
summarizes his impressions saying the French 
boy high school age surpasses his American cousin 
the feeling for literature, ability express himself 
the mother tongue and more highly deevloped 
skill the use words. The French boy fifteen, 
other words, reads more appreciatively and writes 
better composition than the American boy the same 
age. This fact Professor Brown attributes several 
causes including superior school organization, deliberate 
formation the vocabulary, universal methods dicta- 
tion and the thorough training teachers. Most im- 
portant all, claims, the national tradition 
France that the French language the most important 
thing for the boy know. 

all this there food for reflection. have 
part our national tradition plenty pride race; 
might well for us—so far the teaching the 
developed pride language. The tongue speak 
both implement and ornament; too often fail 
recognize the latter capacity. Too often teachers 
are carried away the desire “get results,” and they 
give scanty attention the use words employed 
the “getting” process. Too often school inspectors and 
members school boards and even principals schools 
are sadly deficient literary training and the art 
expression. Some them manifest their European origin 
shocking indifference English idiom, English sen- 
tence structure and English pronounciation; and the dif- 
ficulty that such cases the offender, reason 
his official position, cannot brought book. 

Professor Brown laments our desultoriness matters 
education. There much truth his remark that 
“have national habit taking subject idea, 
proving its absolute importance, and then immediately 
forgeting all about it.” doubt its being national 
habit; rather, not universal human frailty? But 
Germany and, seems, France, the fact the 
frailty frankly accepted and the notion thorough- 
ness thoroughly inculcated. When reach the same 
stage educational teachers’ magazines 

and school inspectors and su- 
periors generally who trust themselves glum and 
despise others humbly present this modern parable: 
fat, jovial-looking American leaving his Glasgow 


hotel one fine Sunday morning for stroll, came upon 
George Square policeman ,who eyed him suspiciously, and 
last approached him and said, “Ye had better tak’ 
care, sir, what ye’re doing.” “What doing?” in- 
quired the tourist, and added with merry wink, “Why, 
I’m not even whistling.” “No,” replied the Glaswegian, 
solemn and reproving tones; “but ye’re lookin’ maist 

the American business man his professional courtesy. 
The “fresh” office boy never lasts long nowadays ,for the 
boss speedily realizes that the youngster who says 
caller, “His nibs ain got time see you now; what 
you want see him for?” not business asset, 
The clerk who dictates “stiff” letter inquiring mail 
order customerr, even the customer hasn’t paid his 
bills, rarely retains his position long enough dictate 
another. And the private secretary who frigid 
frowning frowsy, matter what her other qualifica- 
tions may be, longer demand. The business 
world, largely because knows its business, lives 
the conviction that pays courteous. 

Here one the points wherein the children this 
world are not infrequently wiser their generation than 
the children light. Often, indeed, first impressions 
the Catholic school and the Catholic teaching community 
are not favorable impressions. know one hard work- 
ing—and prompt paying—father who took his children 
away from Catholic academy because the porter in- 
sisted mistaking him for tramp looking for some- 
thing eat. The obvious impatience that flashes over 
the telephone wire from the sacrosanct office force 
well known Catholic college has worked little havoc 
the reputation the institution. Uncouthness, un- 
fortunately, devil not always driven out the re- 
ligious habit and profession, more than one parent 
can testify. 

Women seem more tactful and therefore more 
courteous than men, which accounts for the fact that 
first impressions our convents are more favorable than 
those our institutions conducted priests Brothers. 
Reception rooms the schools the sterner sex are 
sometimes quite dirty, and the mere man who ushers the 
lady visitor does not seem notice it; but the lady 
visitor does, and she very liable tell the world and 
his wife. Our dear Brother Porter may good re- 
ligious and uncanonized saint, but those things are 
not obvious the visitor, while his touseled head, his 
unshaven face and his spotted habit usually are. may 
well for all recollect that the glorious Catholic 
tradition does not teach that evangelical poverty in- 
consistent with cleanliness. And besides, are educa- 
tors. 

Yes, pays courteous. Yet that ought not 
the most powerful motive for the inculcation court- 
really meant what said when dedicated 
ourselves the service God, the rule observe, 
the life live and the habit wear have any significance 
all, should this time realize that like St. Stephen, 
King Hungary, should said each that 
have Christ our hearts, Christ our lips and 
Christ all do. Well, Our Blessed Lord model 
courtesy. was the most courteous Man that ever 
lived. The Gospels show Him have been ever and 
always the Divine Gentleman. Even the napkin that 
covered His Adorable Face the tomb was found after 
the Resurrection neatly folded. 

should courteous because have devoted our 
lives the imitation Christ.

Leo’s article “The Art Thinking” this isse 
The Catholic School Journal, something said Professor 
John Dewey his recent book, “Democracy and Educa- 
tion” (The Macmillan Company, New York), strikes 
amplifying and apropos. Professor Dewey defines 
education “that reconstruction reorganization ex- 
perience which adds the meaning experience, and 
which increases ability direct the course subsequent 
experience.” This result brought about imparting

BROTHER LEO, but must know how 
use it; the poet, for all his moonings and windsor ties 
and soul throbs, must master the rules his craft; the 
orator, however blessed figure and voice, must learn 
the principles vocal expression and social psychology 
hopes sway audience. And so, more funda- 
mentally, man, matter how fine the texture his 
brain, mater how rich his intellectual inheritance, 
matter how favorahle bis environment, must acquire and 
beget facility the employment his cognitive facul- 
ties. 

the art thinking that mainly responsible for 
the intellectual difference between man and man. Some 
men learn how think, and others not, slight 
hold bright and successful, and the latter 
set down stupid and unfortunate.

Logicians are sometimes far from logical, and the psy- 
chologist not always the most introspective mortals, 
and the formal discipline thinking derived from mathe- 
matics often fails manifest itself outside the mathe- 
matical sphere. The learned professor who, when asked 
the sex newly arrived baby relative, replied that 
means isolated example the man who knows the 
theory thinking but fails carry into practice. 
indeed knows these things; but shall blessed 
does them. 

The art thinking imparted the school, 
not formal course the primary and grammar 
grades, but one those invaluable by-products ele- 
mentary education that are destined ultimately more 
highly regarded their possessors than the little blocks 
specific knowledge arithmetic, history and geography 
which fit clumsily with the actual facts and condi- 
tions subsequent life. not teach formal logic 
children, and psychology word not named 
among them; but are introduce them think ac- 
cording the laws logic and harmony with the 
most natral and efficient methods demonstrated psy- 
chological research. 

All our pupils need learn how think; but may 


easily happen that our supposedly brightest pupils stand 
direst need. easy thing offer explanations 
the generally recognized fact that the genius the 
grammar school often mediocrity college and 
ass public life, but cannot refrain from adding one 
more. May not that such career resembles 


goodly locomotive stalled disabled because 


competent engineer? The engineer, let say, stumbled 
happy accident upon some details his trade, but 
knew naught others; could start the train going 
and blow the whistle, but forgot take fireman 
along and was helpless manipulating the airbrakes. 
child unaided often picks some element method- 
ical thinking which serves splendidly for given grade 
work but which when applied more complex prob- 
lems life proves futile and inadequate. witness the 
spectacle and shake our heads; rather, should beat 
our breasts. Instead blaming all the precocity 
genius, let put some the responsibility the per- 
versity pedagogues. When find pupil whose 
method thinking adequate, that is, “gets results,” 
might step farther and ask ourselves that 
method could not made even more efficient for the 
moment and more adaptable future needs. 
purpose this paper suggest some the points 
which the abstract findings psychology and the formal 
statements logic touch upon the daily life the class- 
room and thus contribute the practical demonstration 
the art thinking. 

The first step the acquisition knowledge dis- 
crimination. not know anything until know 
not something else. The trained thinker man 
who capable discriminating among multitude 
varied objects observed complex relations. This 
mainly matter attention detail; the great artist 
has this common with the great book agant, that 
knows the details his craft. Hence the aim the 
teacher should encourage and direct his pupils 
the right exercise discrimination. The pupil should 
learn where look the library for certain book, 
recognize piece music its opening bars, recon- 
struct scene Bible history from suggestive key 
word phrase given the teacher. This more than 
memory training; rather memory training the 
best possible way, that is, along rational paths. 

The best work the world done, not the imita- 
tive thinker, but the constructive thinker. And who 
the constructive thinker? who, figuratively, 
constructs mastadon from bleached and shrivelled 
shank.

This 
sound principle and universal its application 
teaching. important element the method 
which Our Lord Himself taught the multitude, and 
the Model Teacher. there danger its being 
ignored teaching; but that very fact makes more 
than likely that the importance relating the unknown 
the known may ignored the pupils studying. 
Hence, the teacher must now and then take the children 
behind the scenes and show them just how lesson 
prepared. must show them how would study the 
lesson were pupil himself. And must, means 
numerous examples and proofs, demonstate the im- 
portance advancing from the clear the obscure, from 
the mastered the difficult, from the 
dubious. When does that not only making them 
good students; also making them good Catholics.

the cardinal principles the art thinking are cardi- 
nal principles the larger art life itself. Especially 
this perseverance. Thought, fruitful and 
effective, must sustained thought. Butterfly brains 
beget butterfly modes life. come classes—as 
some textbooks—there has been too much coddling here. 
“Let not,” has been softly said, “make the tasks 
too long, lest weary the Common sense should 
have much say this subject, and common sense tells 
that there indeed danger boring the child even 
death. But the same common sense tells that 
primary methods are for primary use, and that the more 
advanced the children become the longer should their 
study periods, the larger the scope their study material 
and the more extensive the demands made upon their re- 
sources. More than one earnest thinker and keen ob- 
declares that the most distressing lack our 
American people generally the lack the capacity for 
sustained thought. Let teachers see that the 
next generation that lack will lessened. 

Most important all, however, the necessity 
teaching our pupils have their thoughts tinged with 
God and the things God. The Catholic ideal educa- 
tion, endeavored point out last month, the 
interweaving religion with every subject taught the 
school; and surely the religious element should enter into 
the child’s thought content. Many existing agencies serve 
bring this about, were only alert enough utilize 
them. Thus the school prayers remind the child his 
and destiny, the holy pictures furnish ideals, the 
crucifix teaches the lessons zeal and perseverance, the 
all cases, however, the correlation must never forced.

brag about much and manifest 


think straight think without fear favor, 
face facts matter how unsavory they may be, accept 
conclusions matter whose gored. Strong think- 
ing keys one strong living. Here elsewhere 
strength developed only through incessant struggles, 
through hot and hearty wrestling with difficulties. 
the strong thinker let the patriarch Jacob patron 
saint—he wrestled all night with the angel and got the 
blessing the morning. 

Every subject the curriculum may utilized 
greater less extent secure material and occasion for 
teaching the pupils think straight and strongly. 
are singularly blessed the inclusion Christian Doc- 
trine, for example concrete terms strong and 
straight thinking has equal. Our Catholic children, 
even the time they are ready for their First Holy Com- 
munion, must have already grasped such distinctions 
appearance, substance, color, whole and entire. They 
have grasped them, true, not with the sure and vigor- 
ous hand the seasoned thinker; but they have grasped 
them. And many other ways with the teach- 
ing religion. Really, even all that the catechism 
contains were false and vain, would nevertheless seem 
part wisdom retain the subject our curriculum 
for the excellent mental discipline the study affords. For 
Christian Doctrine not only most excellent; like- 
wise most logical and psychologically most sound. The 
teaching the Church concerning mortal sins deliber- 
ately concealed confession ruthlessly logical; the 
ceremonies Baptism have pronounced psychological 
and esthetic appeal. 

Some hindrances the acquisition the art think- 
ing must now briefly dealt with. One these over- 
teaching. Some teachers are good that they are dan- 
gerous; whatever they they over do. Let them reflect 
the gentle art reserve everywhere evident work 
the highest quality literature, teaching and 
life; and let them learn that children, the older they grow,

Even worse destroyer thought the fussy 
teacher who must above all things learn his 
soul patience; nothing short miracle can enable 
boy learn how think while exposed the whims 
and machinations human guinea-hen. Worse yet 
the teacher who knows all, whose magister dixit ought 
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fix it. Such man, whether charge class, 
school community, among the evils from which 
thinking men should daily pray delivered. His atti- 
tude uneducational and unCatholic; ruinous the 
formation right habits thought have growing 
mind under the tyranny ironclad intellect assuming 
degree and extent infallibility which not even 
caricature the papacy would lay claim. 

Other hindrances the formation right habits 
thinking arise from routine recitations. There should 
order recitations, certainly; but not routine. the 
narcotic thought, exemplified the children who 
had had the same lesson the reading book often 
that they knew rote, though not one the could 
read line the same fruitful source may at- 
tributed many the absurd replies pupils as, “We 
can and unfortunately often receive the sacraments 
more than one.” Routine recitations are bad because 
they are conducted according dead rules; loose recita- 
tions are bad because they are conducted according 
rules all. The great objection the loose recita- 
tion that from the point view the art study 
decidedly bad example. 

The art thinking can taught; let there 
doubt that. But that can taught without the 
teacher’s taking thought, delusion and snare. The 
teacher will best succeed who most frequently and most 
earnestly asks himself: giving good example 
the matter thing? show true impartiality and 
impersonality when those qualities are called for? Are 
criticisms helpful and constructive? there some 
genuine intellectual content every exercise assign, 
every lesson teach, every task set for solution? 
sufficiently impressed with the complexity, the fragility, 
and the potentiality the Thinking Ma- 
chine?

James Whitcomb Riley was born October 1849, and 
died July 22, 1916, leaving the world grieve the most 
popular American poet the times. 

From barefoot boy over sixty years ago, Mr. Riley 
had risen America’s favorite poet whose poems 
full human sympathy have touched the hearts all 
people, young and old. 

This year “Riley Day,” October the schools 
the entire nation will pay tribute this famous bard.

‘Poetry,’ would the amused exclama- 
tion. ‘Can you read?’ and, embarrassed, I’d shake 
head and make escape, but held onto the beloved 
little volume.” 

Jimmy Riley wasn’t handsome boy. had whitish 
hair and very pale eyes, and, oh, many freckles, “which 
great offense,” said. Perhaps wanted the 
little girls like him better; perhaps was sensitive 
when the “kids” called him spotted face. Anyway 
was ashamed the freckles and yearned get rid 
them. “And one day,” said, “my heart was made 
glad the sight bottle drug store window—a 
bottle with ultramarine blue label lettered gold 
and positively guaranteed remove ireckles. finally 
saved enough pennies buy the coveted bottle, and 
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hugging under coat all the way home hid 
inside pocket and did not eat any breakfast. Then 
went school, scooting down alley the way and 
stopping before barn. was old deserted barn 
and gave chance alone. pulled out the 
cork and doused hand and rubbed face thoroly. 
fairly expected the freckles rattle 
fell. Then corked the bottle and hid beneath the 
floor, broke out the barn and scudded along school. 
was late this time. All the pupils were atten- 
tion when arrived, and, oh, what laugh they set up! 
Jimmy!’ cried the teacher, ‘what you mean 
coming school this ‘Why, what’s the 
matter?’ said. Then she took out the back porch 
the mirror and showed face. was yellow 
Easter egg. course had not read the diree- 
tions. They said rub off immediately with salt water 
and part egg, the white, believe. Well, the love- 
able old lady rubbed face good and hard get the 
stuff off, and the course two three days all the 
freckles came off, and skin, too—every bit it. 
And have not had freckle since; sir!” 

After Jimmy left school had hard time that 
mind turned back the old days, “the days gone 
by.” With every day holiday and life glad romance. 
For then swam “The Old Swimmin’ Hole,” with 
the hurrahing gang, “just too glad for anything”; 
lay the bank “knee deep June” and dreamed and 
listened. what the breeze was whispering the trees, 
and the water was crooning the dragoon flies; 
tramped along the old highway, “Out old Aunt 
Mary’s,” took delight tooting “The Old 
Band,” heard the stories, “The Raggedy Man” had 
tell, those witch tales Orphan Annie.” 

All has written about real. lived all him- 
self. This always true the great writers. 

What had been doing all these years—just having 
good time and dreaming? No, indeed; had been 
thinking things out for himself, studying nature and 
observing people, and becoming wise his own think- 
ing. That’s what every boy and girl has learn—to 
think things out for himself—not learn meaninglessly 
rule, but think all for himself. And Riley 
wasn’t far behind the world after all, nor did 
lack courage. had faith God that meant him for 
some good use, and kept trying the best 
thing knew how do, writing poetry. And one 
day when was most discouraged sent some his 
poems Longfellow. 

Oh, what glad letter got reply, saying, think 
your poems show the true poetic faculty and insight.” 
Then all the world was changed for him. fell 
work with will and wrote and wrote, ever with more 
success, until had enough for book. Then 
printed the “‘Old Swimmin’ Hole’ an’ Leven More 
Poems.” was good book that sold entirely 
out and made the poet $83.20. 

This was the beginning the poet’s great success 
until thousands upon thousands his books are sold 
the four corners the earth. Many sales and many 
books—does this make “success”? 

Some people are narrow enough think so. But this 
was not Riley’s success. His was the love has 
won from everybody. Why does everyone love him so? 
Why great universities honor him? Why did the 
Academy Art and Science give him the gold medal 
for poetry, and why teachers and pupils the en- 
tire nation celebrate Riley day every year October 
his birthday? Simply because unselfishly has done 
the most for our people. has awakened the best 
our hearts, has made feel more nobly and more 
tenderly, and that what live for, not for wealth 
nor fame, but that our souls may grow love.

HOW? 

The bacteria the dust the air cause food spoil. 
Bacteria need food, moisture and warmth order 
grow. The food materials which spoil most readily supply 
the first two requirements for the growth bacteria. 
The object the different methods used preserve 
food prevent the growth bacteria. The different 
methods one all these—check the growth 
bacteria, exclude the air—thus excluding bacteria kill 
bacteria. The preservation food more easily and 
successfully accomplished know the object each

killing the bacteria. 

Cooking kills the bacteria found it. the 
sterilized food packed and sealed sterilized jars 
the food will keep for long time. The above the 
open-kettle method canning. The food preserved 
the home commonly fruits and vegetables. May 
prepared and packed into the jars and covered with 
boiling syrup, fruit, boiling water, vegetable, 
using one teaspoonful salt pint vegetable. The 
jar partially sealed and submersed boiling water. 
Thus the food and can are sterilized once. This 
the ,cold pack method canning. hot water bath, 
water seal, pressure canner, etc., may used. home 
made hot water bath canning outfit easily made from 
wash boiler fitting with false bottom. This 
false bottom made three cross pieces and five 
six slats nailed the cross pieces. This wooden bottom 
provides space (beneath the jars) filled with water. 
The United States Department Agriculture issues 
bulletins giving the directions for preparing the fruits 
and vegetable for the cold pack method and time tables 
for the different canners. 

checking the growth bacteria freezing 
keeping cold storage. Food thus preserved must 
used soon thawed removed from cold storage. 

checking the growth bacteria withdrawing 
the moisture. 

Dried beef, peaches, pears, prunes and raisins have 
been preserved ‘having the moisture removed 
evaporation. 

using preservatives—salt, sugar vinegar. Salt 
and sugar withdraw the juices forming brine and syrup 
respectively. Bacteria not develop acids, conse- 
quently vinegar good preservative. 

The so-called preserving powders are unnecessary and 
they often times prove very harmful. 

excluding the air. 

smoking meats and fish are preserved. coat 
formed consisting poisonous particles which exclude 
the bacteria. The meat fish salted and dried before 
being smoked. Food thus preserved should 


oly cooked kill bacteria and parasites which may 


it. 

Eggs can successfully preserved the home for 
cooking purposes excluding the air and keeping them 
cool and dry place. Eggs deteriorate when they 
are exposed the air. Part all the water the 
egg white will evaporate and bacteria pass thru the 
pores the egg shell. Always pack strictly fresh eggs 
—that is, the day they are laid—placing the large end up. 
The egg yolk spoils most quickly, but placed that 


the small end the egg down and the large end 
the yolk evenly surrounded with egg white, which 
helps exclude bacteria from the yolk. 

METHODS PACKING EGGS 


With liquid glass. Make solution consisting 
eleven twenty parts boiled and cooled water 
one part liquid Also called water glass. Pack 
eggs crock, pour enough the solution over the 
eggs cover them about two inches. Keep crock 
covered prevent the evaporation the moisture. 

Wrap each egg carefully one-fourth sheet 
newspaper and pack crock. 

Coat eggs with vaseline and pack covered crock 
tin can box. 

Eggs may packed salt, bran, grain, etc., but 
not with the best results, because these materials not 
completely exclude the air.

POULTRY STUDY FOR SCHOOLS 


Introduction 


The number meat producing animals the United 
States during the past few years has greatly decreased. 
The census for 1910 states that cattle have decreased 
number 8.7 per cent, swine 7.4, sheep 14.7, and that poul- 
try has increased per cent. This decrease due 
largely the breaking large ranches the West 
and more intensive cultivation the small farms. 
With the numbers all other meat producing animals 
decreasing, and with the price eggs and poultry in- 
creasing each year, the opportunity the poultry indus- 
try evident. 


The part that the public schools are play devel- 
intended guide for the teacher presenting this 
subject. Poultry study, like most phases agriculture, 
not text book study. Characteristics breeds, and 
methods management are taught only the pupil 
comes contact with the different breeds, and studies 
the best methods management. This bulletin not 
divided into lessons but the material that cov- 
ered each day left entirely the teacher. Each step 
should thoroly understood before the succeeding 
step taken. 


The experiences the children should used 
developing each lesson. Correlation should follow when- 
ever possible. After each lesson definite reading assign- 
ments should made. These, however, should not 
made until after the class development lesson. 


HOW START 


The first step arouse enthusiasm. Most pupils 
have been familiar all their lives and have 
taken but little interest the subject. Hens have layed 
during the spring and summer months when eggs were 
selling low price. During the winter months they 
were non-producers. result profits were small. 
With proper selection and care, hens will lay when eggs 
are selling high prices. From economic standpoint 
other industry offers the advantages found 
poultry raising. The expense and time required are small 
compared with the returns. Frequently boys and girls 
have paid their entire way thru school and college 
engaging poultry raising. Teachers who bring the 
above facts pupils will have difficulty arousing 
enthusiasm. 

What and how now faces the teacher. 
One two methods may pursued. The first will 
call the co-operative method. The teacher realizes that 
would useless advise certain pupils her school 
purchase new lumber for chicken coop and that 
will equally useless advise them start with pure 
bred poultry unless pure bred poultry already the 
farm.

She learns that the old chicken house faces the north, 
the snow blows thru the cracks the walls, the floor 
damp, unsanitary and lacks proper ventilation.

The results this method keeping poultry 
are evident. Pupils state that few, any, hens lay during 
the winter months; that their combs and wattles are 
frozen, and frequently they die. Many boys and girls, 
seeing the opportunity bettering this condition, will 
once become interested the home flock. They will 
willing remodel the house according the direc- 
tions given this bulletin, fence off small run with 
southern exposure, place litter the floor, provide 


drinking fountains, feeding troughs, take full charge 
the poultry flock and share profits with the parents. 

The method starting may called the per- 
sonal ownership method. This method appeals most 
boys and girls. Parents are generally willing cooper- 
ate and will turn over few hens matter experi- 
ment. After thoro study has been made the 
breeds, different styles houses, the characteristics: 
laying hen and the care necessary, the pupil should 
build small poultry house, select from the home flock 
those birds that have the desired characteristics and 
once become sole owner. The part that the teacher 
play starting this work most important. The 
instruction given the school room must accurate 
and definite. Questions will arise which will require more 
than superficial knowledge. Reports must required 
and enthusiasm maintained. 

Instruction which does not end the raising better 
and more profitable poultry the community has failed 
its first essential. 


THE POULTRY HOUSE 


(Information) 


There are many different kinds poultry houses. Too 
much emphasis cannot placed upon the construction 
the right kind house. Any the different houses 
which are advocated will suitable they are con- 
structed according certain scientific principles. The 
most important consideration building poultry house 
consider the health and comfort the fowls. 

The fact that the following paragraphs are labelled 
“information” does not mean that the teacher state 
the facts given and expect the pupils remember 
them. The pupil already has rather broad knowledge 
different kinds poultry houses that has seen 
the neighboorhood. Make frequent use the pupils’ own 
experiences develop new ideas. Ask different pupils 
describe the methods used home. Lead them 
see that all the different successful methods that are 
used certain definite principles are always followed. 
result the lesson, the following facts should well 
established: 

First—The house must located dry place with 
southern exposure. The floor, whether dirt, concrete, 
boards, must all times dry. When poultry 
houses are built hill sides, the board floor will 
necessary. The dirt floor the least expensive. When 
the dirt floor used, the surface the ground should 
levelled up, eight inches the surface removed and 
layer stone placed closely together, should cover 
this surface. Over the stone, place layer cinders 
fine gravel. Place upon this about nine inches dry 
dirt. will necessary replace the dirt becomes 
damp and filthy. Dry feet mean clean eggs and more 
them. Damp feet mean dirty eggs and few them. 

Second—Ventilation. large amount fresh air 
necessary. Drafts should never blow directly over the 
birds. part the house facing the south should 
open. the coldest weather, curtain can dropped 
which will permit the fresh air pass thru and the 
foul air pass out. There should cracks the 
back the house. The open front admits sun- 
light which not only keeps the house dry, but destroys 
disease germs. The opening should not extend lower 
than three feet from the floor. Otherwise, snow and 
rain would blow into the coop and sunlight would 
excluded. 

Fowls require careful attention. 
The poultry house should located near the home and 
mot too great distance from the barn. Gates, doors 
and the entire interior arrangement should such 
economize space and time. 


Fourth—The cost. Frequently boys and girls are 
turned from the poultry business because the cost 
equipment. The coop usually considered the biggest 
item cost. Nothing more erroneous than this. 
every farm are found old boards that can util- 
ized. Single-ply prepared roofing can used the top 
and sides. This material cheap and serviceable.

When the poet fell asleep the entire nation paused 
place flower the feet the sweetest singer the 
times, the singer who touched the heart all mankind, 
whose music likened unto the fleeting clouds that float 
upon the summer’s breeze. From the President the 
United States, from the Vice President, from men 
letters, came expressions the deepest sorrow—the 
great poet had passed away.

Topios Interest and Importance 
The Junior High School Project. 

interesting article entitled Study the Junior 
High School Project,” appearing the September issue 
“Education,” Joseph Abelson, the High School 
Commerce, New York City, observes: 

our present system education now stands, eight 
years are devoted the elementary school, four years 
the secondary school the high school, four years 
the college, and four years graduate professional 
study. Thoughtful educators are breaking away from 
this eight-four plan (the eight-year elementary school 
and the four-year high school type) because serious 
defects this educational system which may stated 
follows: 

Proper provision not made for the student who 
drops out school the end the eighth year—at 
the completion the elementary school course. 

Pupils are retarded unnecessarily through promo- 
tion grades rather than promotion subjects. This 
affects both the slow and the pupil superior ability. 

There too large “student mortality” the 
close the elementary school course—at the age four- 
teen. The pupil completes his elementary education just 
when the compulsory education law loses its effect. (The 
completion the elementary school course regarded 
parents “natural stopping place” educa- 
tion. 

High school secondary education begun 
too late period the child’s life—at the age four- 
teen. Noted psychologists and educators agree that 
should begin the age twelve—at the beginning 
adolescence. 

are devoting too long time elementary 
education which there considerable waste time. 
Eight years should prepare for education—it not edu- 
cation 

There too sharp change between the element- 
ary school and the high school, with the result that the 
student fails make proper adjustment the high 
school. consequence, begins fail his work, 
and becomes disheartened and discouraged long before 
reaches his second high school year. Worst all, 
however, drops out because has failed. 

How can remedy these ills make our 
school system greater advantage the pupil and his 
future? The answer this question is, the adoption 
the “six-six” plan. the “six-six” plan meant the 
division our schools into six elementary school courses 
grades and six high school grades.. This means that 
the elementary school reduced six years and the 
other six years are devoted high school work. The 
first three years this second six years period has 
organization its own—the Junior High School—as well 
the last three years—the Senior High School, the 
high school proper. 

The Junior High School offers number different 
courses the boy girl graduation from the ele- 
mentary school—on the completion the six-year ele- 
mentary school course. Commercial courses, vocational 
courses, household arts, agricultural courses, literary and 
general cultural courses are offered. pupil assigned 
any one the courses mentioned until the home has 
been consulted, the entire report card the pupil in- the 
elementary course studied, and the judgment the pres- 
ent teacher secured. this way the capacities and the 
needs the pupils are discovered. For example, for the 
pupil whose goal the college, the general cultural 
course chosen; for the boy constructive frame 
mind, vocational course selected. 

The Junior High School this way presents the 
pupil the means choosing and following the subjects 
which interested and which his parents think 

especially fitted pursue. 
now, after the completion the Junior High

“Order Heaven’s First 

keep mankind order the great study parents, 
teachers, jurists, theologians and statesmen. system 
government complete unless protects the weak 
equally with the strong, and protects everyone his 
person and property.

Etiquette consists the primary rules that control the 
conduct individuals towards each other, both the 
family and outside it. Outside the family there 
are fraternities and sisterhoods which are governed 
established Rules Order. Everyone should familiar 
with the most important these rules, main- 
tain one’s rights and know one’s duties others, 
orderly all meetings, and take part the trans- 
action business. Also, there are many public meetings 
called for the purpose influencing action some 
division the government, which citizen fully 
qualified take active part until has become familiar 
with the ordinary Rules Order. The citizen who 
familiar with these Rules Order not only competent 
participate the proceedings, but has advantage 
that usually places him presiding officer such 
meeting. Therefore, seems important that young 
man young woman should familiar with the Rules 
Order. 

The study the Rules Order should begin when 
pupil enters the eighth grade. fifteen-minute instruc- 
tion followed fifteen minutes’ practice, should given 
least once week, requiring different persons, from 
time time, preside and act secretary, which 
are parts the essentials the course instruction. 

Every applicant for citizenship should reuired 
have least superficial knowledge Rules Order, 
which would make him more orderly citizen and better 
fitted for public life. meeting annoying see 
some one create disorder, not because violent, but 
because ignorant the Rules Order that should 
govern his conduct such place; and painful see 
anyone attempt preside meeting when not 
familiar with the Rules Order. 

Notice the first important Rule Order. Every- 
body who has any interest being present whose 
rights are anywise affected the proceedings, should 
have reasonable notice the time and place the meet- 
ing; otherwise, one who not present not bound 
any the proceedings. But person present and 
without protest takes part the proceedings, thereby 
waives notice and bound all that done. 

When people have assembled hold meeting, some 
one should arise and either name person preside 
ask: “Whom you desire preside this meeting?” 
more than one name presented, vote should 
taken requiring those favor the first person named 
either stand raise their right hands. The names 
the other proposed persons should then voted upon 
the order named, the same manner. After all the 
names proposed shall have been voted upon, the person 
who called the meeting order declares who has been 
elected. The person elected immediately takes his place 
president and asks: “Whom does the meeting desire 
for secretary?” The election the secretary 
ducted the same manner the election the president. 

When the president and the secretary have been elected, 
the president states the purposes for which the meeting 
was called asks the secretary read the published 
call for the meeting, and then the meeting ready 
transact the business for wihch was called. 

The president and the secretary should careful that 
every object for which the meeting was called, and every 
material question connected therewith, should brought 
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before the meeting. one makes motion concern- 
ing matter that should disposed of, the president 
may assume that motion has been made, and state: “It 
has been moved and seconded that” (state the question). 
The president must remember that responsible for 
the complete carrying out the intentions for which the 
meeting was called. 

order conduct the business with regularity, there 
should pursued “Order Business,” substantially 
follows: (1) Call order and election president. 
(2) Election secretary. (3) Statement the object 
the meeting the reading the therefor. (4)

When the boys and girls New York State’s 12,000 
public schools swarm back the class rooms this fall they 
will find something there they never encountered before. 
compulsory physical training. For that matter, only 
fifty-two communities the State have had any kind 
regular instruction calculated improve the body 
well the mind. New York pioneering this direc- 
tion, and all the other States are watching see how 
and how well the new system works. According The 
Welsh Bill, passed New York last spring, atter Sep- 
tember every pupil every elementary and secondary 
school who eight years old more must have physical 
training not less than twenty minutes day. Dr. Thomas 
Storey, professor hygiene the College the City 
New York, appointed State inspector physical train- 
ing, has interesting record.

Including instruction personal hygiene, well 
gymnastics, calisthenics and organized, supervised play, 
the proposed program will Dr. Storey’s opinion, work 
out about follows: 

Every day each teacher the elementary and second- 
ary grades will carefully note the appearance the pupils.

disturbance detected the child will sent home 
the principal for his scrutiny. Most the teachers will 
have taught the rudiments medical inspection. 
For this purpose the State Normal School and the medi- 
cal inspectors the Department Education will 
utilized. 

Co-operation fro mthe boys and girls themselves will 
important feature. Each week, possibly rota- 
tion, certain number pupils will detailed act 
health officers sanitary inspectors. the end their 
term office they will rated efficiency this 
helpful endeavor. 

“These young health officers will gerat service,” 
Dr. Storey said: “For example, every morning before 
school begins, the end each period and during the 
setting drill, they will throw open the windows and 
see that the room thoroughly aired. They will see 
that fragments. chalk, scrap paper and other litter are 
removed from the halls, stairs and yard. They will keep 
eye the thermometer and help the teacher main- 
taining the proper temperature between and de- 
grees Fahrenheit. winter they will assist removal 
snow. 

“As the directing health officer, the teacher, doing 
her best see that each child healthy and clean, might 
even the means averting epidemic. She will have 
copy-of the State law requiring medical innspection 
each child once year, and will see that child 
allowed come school without his health certificate.
